HE IS A CRIMINAL 



So Says Con. John Eaton 
and Can’t Hold Office. 



Amnesty Proclamation Didn’t 
Apply to Him Becauso 
He NeverOboyod. 



n* United States Commissioner 
John Il'ton has the following able 
criticism oi Mutnion Roberts in the 
New loiirnal: 

"Roberts was convicted of vi d t’eg 
the Kdmunds law, and was pur.ished. 
The pardons gractid by Presidi-nt 
Harrison were conditional npn 1 llio 
giving iipol polygamy 

“Kotreits bas never given up |Kil>g 
aitiv, and therelore he is not 1 ntitird 
to that amnesty or pardon. All who 
wen- polygHinista at:d did not reenve 
the IreneCt ol that p.irdon w> re mt 
ent.tled to vole — were not citizri.s. 
Mt. Cleveland cattiully made ihe asiiie 
discrimination against thore who had 
nut given up polygamy. Kolwrts. 
tliertlore, as au iinparduncd rriiiiinsi, 
is not entitled to vote or hold c-ffioe 
under the constitution of lhah.ond is, 
therefore, ol course, disqualified lor 
admission as a member of the House 
of Representatives. 

"There can be no ez'post facto law 
or retroactive legislation umter ihe 
con.stitutlon ol the United Stales 
This constitution adopted by the .State 
ol Utah prohibits polygamy in the 
strongest terras, but each Legislature 
has refused to enact any State law in 
accordance with this provision piinish- 
ing polygamy. But tlie new corsti . 
tution provides that ‘all the laws ol 
the Territory ol Utah now in torce.not 
repugnant to this constitution, shall 
remain in force.' And the act punish- 
ing polyg.imy is specially declared to 
be in force. One decision of a United 
States court has been made in accord- 
ance with this view. This.ol course, 
forbids the cohabitation oi a man with 
more than one wile. The attitude oi 
every member oi Congress, from 
States other than Utah, will personal- 
ly be against polygamy. But Mors 
mons touch the political nerve widely 
both by the influence ol money and by 
votes. Roberts will seek admission 
in accordance with the usual forma ol 
law. He will have a large majority 
behind him and a Governor's certificate 
of election. On these points there can 
be no question. 

“What Congress will do depends 
upon hoar* far the roembera of the 
House will respond to the ten com- 
mandments and the sentiments of the 
people. 

"The House of Representatives ia 
the absolute and sole judge of the 
election, returns and qualificattous of 
its members, and may expel a mem' 
ber by a two'thirds vote. No compli- 
ance with the forms of law and no 
large majority of any people shonid 
justify a criminal in sitting in the 
House of Representatives ; and what 
the House will do about a y>oIygamist 
depends ertirely its own judgment 
It should be remembered that Roberts 
was elected over two opponents, both 
Mormons, but neither of them a po 
Iygamist,tbns indicating that bis pro 
maters preferred a polygamist. This 
indicates the strength ol tbesentiment 
among polygamists. Under Statehood 
the people oi Utah have control oi 
their own marriage and divorce laws, 
and may repeal the provision in their 
State constitution prohibiting polyga- 
my. But this would be repudiation 
of the most sacrerl pledges they made 
to secure Statehood. This large ma- 
jority in favor of Roberts will natural- 
ly be construed as indicating a dispo- 



fition on the pirt cf his snoporters 
nnd the Moimou leaders to practice 
their rrl'gion as they Call pricticing 
polygamy « itho\-t regard to the .Stale 
conrti'tt'ion. and tlie ( nur i'esto rf 
their lenders .ngninst plaral mstiisKCS. 
and sll (he most soleain sssursoccs 
given the Ameiican people against 
polygamy. 

“It is s notable liet that the GoV' 
ernor ol Utah, who is a Mormon, bot 
not a polygamist, p!tade<l with the 
people not to elert Roljtrts. There is 
no doubt a considerable body of Mor- 
mons who would be true to the pledges 
ol the leaders and the aastirancet giva 
.entile A'neiicrn people. Tfcere cin 
he no qoe>tloo should the sentiment 
against po'.j’gsroy take siiclta bold on 
Uie piiube mind, that' the House ol 
Krprerer.trtires will rxelci^e its au- 
thority in keeping Rubeitsout. 

“Ihf piescnt Congress should aid 
to that tnd by goit g to tfae extent of 
it' coi.ktituiionnl lights in legislating 
a;'ainst polygamy as s ciinie. 

"The whcle situation would be 
greatly simphfird il on amendment to 
the nkliunal constitution could be 
adopted prohibiting polygamy. The 
press, the pulpit, the f>tum, every 
exprtksion of oprniru.e vrry voice can 
be so lilted up sgsinst this evil, which 
destroys the sacrtdneis ol the home, 
degrades man and brutalizes woman, 
that no polygamist will dare to ofler 
himself in a national office.

Addressing the Associated Chari, 
ties at Taunton, Mass., the other day. 
Dean Hodges made the somewhat 
surprising statement tbat "the hon- 
est beggar doea not exist." Mendi- 
cants, be said, are alt dishonest, and 
tbeir stories are all stock lies. “I 
have never yet investigated a case oi 
this kind," the reverend speaker con- 
tinued, “without finding a lit at the 
bottom of it, and hove never yet 
found a satisfactory theory ior the 
man who begs." Then he used a 
rather enlightening iUustration: 
' There are many diseases in which s 
patient grows very hungry, SLd it 
seems as it yon canrot refuse him 
food, but should you give him any 
thing to eat it would hasten Ilia end. 
The beggar is in the stage of moral 
disease corresponding to this, and if 
yon want to kill him feed him. You 
remember in the parable oi the Prodi- 
gal Son that be went back to hia 
father ‘when no man gave onto him.' 
II any one bad led him he wonid not 
have gone back." It ia impoaaible to 
accept as liteially true the assertion 
that absolutely cvaiy man who taka 
alms ia a liar and a irand, for exigen- 
cies undoubtedly arise, and not very 
rarely, when Umporsty assistance in 
the shape ot penniaa or dimes can be 
tnd is demanded and received with- 
out loss oi acll-rcspect. Bnt that 
these are rate czceptlona la beyond 
question, snd as a lule it is safe 
enough to assume, even when the 
beggar's hunger is obviously real, 
tbat complisnre with his demands 
will simply cot.fiini his habits ol liv. 
ing without honest work and so 
deepen his degradation. Whither or 
not this fart justifies a curt reiuial ol 
every plea lor aid is a question for in' 
dividual decision. It certainly ena- 
bles not a little hsid hesitcdncss to 
maaqueiadc sa wisdom, bnt most folks 
would lather make s few mistakes 
than to conless inability to discrimi- 
nate bttwien true and false tales ol 
woe.
